This  greeting  is  quite  international  and  so  was 
Holbrook  High  School  this  past  year  because  two 
students  in  the  2000  senior  class  were  exchange 
students,  Federico  Sangati  and  Philipp  von 
Weitershausen.  Sharing  his  experiences  with  us, 

Philipp  writes; 

We  arrived  two  weeks  before  school  started.  It  was 
very  hot  and  the  first  thing  we  learned  was  the 
conversion  between  centigrade  and  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
We  got  used  to  speaking  English  really  quickly.  Our 
school  English  had  been  resting  for  the  whole  summer; 
now  it  was  looking  for  some  real  application:  a whole 
year!  Federico  remembers,  “First  I had  some  problems 
with  understanding  and  distinguishing  the  words  but 
this  problem  was  gone  after  a few  weeks.”  It  was  then 
time  to  learn  some  American  expressions,  avoid  the 
British  word  “toilet”,  and  drop  the  ‘u’  in  “harbour”  and 
“labour”. 


We  had  already  chosen  our  classes  when  school  started,  but  some  concepts  were  new  to  us,  such  as  lunch  during  school  time  or 
passes  and  sign-out  sheets.  It  was  also  new  to  us  to  have  the  same  schedule  every  day  which  provided  a greater  intensity  but  on  the 
other  hand  not  so  much  variety. 

After  several  months  had  passed  by,  both  of  us  were  glad  to  be  integrated  in  school,  to  have  friends  in  every  class,  and  to  do  what 
every  American  kid  did  — whether  it  was  playing  on  a sports  team  or  playing  in  the  marching  band.  After  more  time,  everything  was 
so  usual  to  us  that  we  even  began  to  dread  the  day  we  would  be  heading  to  our  home  countries,  Italy  and  Germany. 

“It  was  a great  experience  to  go  to  high  school  in  America  and  Philipp  and  I would  like  to  thank  everybody  in  Holbrook  High  School 
for  their  support  and  friendliness,”  Federico  says. 


I think  packing  our  suitcases  at  the  end  of  this  year  will  be  the  most  difficult  assignment  we’ve  been  given  here. 
Thanks  to  all  of  you.

Nearly  a million  ethnic  Albanians  flee  Yugoslavia 
■ and  thousands  are  killed  after  Serbs  begin  a 
violent  ethnic  cleansing  campaign  in  1998. 
Seventy-eight  days  of  NATO  bombing  bring  the 
war  to  an  end  in  June.  An  international  tribunal 
later  charges  Yugoslav  President  Slobodan 
Milosevic  with  crimes  against  humanity. 


In  a violent  October  coup,  gunmen  storm 
the  Armenian  Parliament  and  assassinate 
Prime  Minister  Vazgen  Sarkisian  and  six 
other  top  officials. 
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In  India,  two  trains  collide  head-on  in  August, 
killing  285  people  and  injuring  more  than  300. 
It  is  one  of  the  worst  train  disasters  in  the 
country's  history.
